Local doc is local hero 


The Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren (MSPCC) has selected Dr. 
Rita DeLollis of Andover as a 
“Village Hero.” 

The Village Hero distinction is 
part of MSPCC’s largest annual 
event, “A Family Affair.” This 
year’s theme is “It Takes a Vil- 
lage” and MSPCC is saluting indi- 
viduals across the state who have 
made significant contributions to 
the children in their community. 

DeLollis was chosen from the 
MSPCC’s Metro region. She is a 
pediatrician at Pediatric Associ- 
ates of Medford, a developmental 
disability consultant at Winches- 
ter and South Shore hospitals, a 
regional specialist for Harvard 
Vanguard and is involved in asth- 
ma research. 

DeLollis, an Andover resident 
for 17 years, was instrumental in 
the development of MSPCC’s 
nationally recognized GoodStart 
program, which provides cus- 
tomized home-based parent edu- 
cation and support to families 
with children ages birth to 3 
years. 

The program is now closing in 


on 20 years of existence, DeLollis 
says. 

“One of the things I did in my 
youth, as I was finishing my resi- 
dency, was to work for a year ina 
pediatric psychiatric unit,” she 
says, “and while I was there, I 
saw a lot of cases of child abuse 
and neglect. These were the really 
hard cases.” 

It became obvious, she says, 
that “prevention was the need. 
About 40 percent of these kids had 
been sick newborns, with prob- 
lems that could have been 
addressed then.” 

So she wrote a federal grant, 
and started a program at St. Mar- 
garet’s Hospital that lasted until 
1993, when the hospital was 
bought out. 

“The gist of it was to take care 
of families in the hospital when 
the child was born,” DeLollis 
says, “because a lot of things that 
have to do with prematurity have 
to do with things that are abuse 
related. I found that sick babies 
had four times as many 51As 
(reports of abuse or neglect).”

Police may be out stopping speeders 
in Ballardvale regularly, but discussion 
about Ballardvale traffic shows no signs 
of stopping. 

The very day signs encouraging com- 
muters to seek an alternate route were 
installed on Clark Road and River 
Street, one annoyed and anonymous 
caller to the Townsman railed against 
residents, who she contended were try- 
ing to make private ways out of public 
Streets.

police will eventually thin out the traffic. 

“If the speeds come down and it’s now a longer 
commute to go the back way (through Ballard- 
vale to Interstate-93), people may opt to go on the 
highway. That is the intent of this,” he says. 

Police have done the majority of their details 
on Lowell Junction Road, River Street and 
Andover Street. 

“‘Tve seen them out, and they’ve clearly been 
visible, which is good. As far as the effect of that, 
it’s probably too early to tell,” says Bill Penning- 
ton, whose Clark Road home provides him with 
the perfect view of daily traffic. 

“Overall, I think there’s been less traffic, espe- 
cially in the afternoon,” he says. “I don’t think 
the volume in the morning has changed.” 

Because traffic stalls on Interstate-93 every 
morning, commuters are still using the Ballard- 
vale short cut then, he says. 

“As far as the speed goes,” laughs Pennington, 
“I know I’m watching it.” 

Cronin says commuters simply need to do the 
same. Police cannot enforce a no-commuters- 
allowed road policy, but can help remind people 
they are driving on roads where people live, he 
says. 

“If they choose not to (seek an alternate route), 
they have every right to be on that road,” says 
Cronin. “But if those road signs suggest to a com- 
muter that they drive as they would in their 
neighborhood, then that’s what we want. We just 
want to slow the traffic down.

and just toss the Limp Bizkit CD back 
into the player. There is no statistical 
evidence of that kind of magic in 
Mozart. . 

But research be darned, apparent- 
ly, because parents don’t want to, uh, 
hear it, so to speak. I’m not sure what 
that says about ‘parental IQs, but it 
probably says at least something 
about their survival instincts, since 
there is ample evidence that, whatev- 
er it does to their intellect, classical 
music helps kids fall asleep. And 
what’s more important than that for 
parents of preschool kids?

All 
classical, all the time. 

The three boys in the family even- 
tually drifted away from the piano, 
but the two girls stuck with it. So 
even through high school, I would fre- 
quently fall asleep to the sound of my

older sister running through Bach, 
Brahms, Beethoven, Handel and yes, 
Mozart. In other words, both my con- 
scious and unconscious were suf- 
fused with classical music messages 
during my childhood and adoles- 
cence.

Well, I’m sure you all realize by 
now that I’m smarter than the rest of 
you out there. How else do you think I 
made it this far on the intellectual 
mountaintop that is modern journal- 
ism? 

But, before you all go rushing out 
to buy the latest Mozart compilation 
CD so your kids can be just like me 
(after you get done camping out 
overnight to enroll them in the SHED 
program), consider this as well: I’ve 
played in a bluegrass band for about 
25 years. 

I don’t say that with any embar- 
rassment. I’m passionate about it. I 
still get a rush that’s much cleaner 
and uplifting than any drug high 
when I’m surrounded by high, lone- 
some vocal harmonies and driving 
rhythm. 

From the time I first heard the 
authentic sound on a hillside in North 
Carolina, it was a bit like a religious 
conversion. I was a year out of college 
and was instantly hooked for life.

In a recent article regarding the new 
school site plan (“School site plan near 
completion,” Townsman, Sept. 30), men- 
tion was made of sidewalks planned for 
certain streets near the new schools. The 
article does not mention the stretch of 
High Plain Road from Cross Street to 
Haggetts Pond Road. This stretch of road 
is extremely hazardous. Over the past 
few years, there have been several acci- 
dents involving single cars, multiple 
cars, and cars and bicycles. It is amazing 
that no one has been killed. With the 
anticipated increase in motor traffic, 
this road will become increasingly dan- 
gerous, particularly for the numerous 
children who will be walking to and 
from school during the most heavily 
traveled hours. 

We strongly urge that sidewalks be 
built on the Haggetts Pond Road-to-Cross 
Street section of High Plain Road in 
order to insure the safety of the children 
going to and from school and the resi- 
dents of the neighborhood. We believe it 
would be negligent of the town of 
Andover nct to take this step in view of 
the critical ‘safety issues at stake. 
Accordingly, we réquest that the School 
Building Committee and the plan archi- 
tects incorporate these sidewalks into 
the site plan.

Nickel Hill putting 
profits over health 


Editor, Townsman: 

I must respond to the disingenuous 
statements that Nickel Hill’s Tom 
Favinger made last week (“As hearings 
approach, power plant debate heats up,” 
Townsman, Oct. 7). 

Contrary to Mr. Favinger’s remarks 
that Nickel Hill has fully responded to 
all of the questions put to it at the Ener- 
gy Facilities Siting Board p 
and that we (the MVRE) merely “don’t 
like the answers,” the fact is that Nickel 
Hill has refused to provide basic infor- 
mation to the siting board and to the 
interveners. 

For example, the levels of air pollu- 
tion emissions are in large part depen- 
dent upon the number of times the 
power plant must shut down and start 
up during the year. Indeed, Nickel Hill 
has revised its emissions estimate for, 
among other things, volatile organic 


compounds (VOCs) from 74 tpy (tons per 
year) to 49 tpy based on a “refined” cal- 
culation of its anticipated start ups and 
shut downs. 

Yet, Nickel Hill has repeatedly 
refused to give a full account for such 
calculations. Moreover, it constantly 
contradicts itself, stating to the siting 
board that it “does not believe it has any 
further relevant documentation to sup- 
port these calculations” while simulta- 
neously promising to “supplement its 
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responses dealing with the calculation of | same thing (if 


annual emissions...” (Atty. Rosenzweig 
9/22/99 letter to EFSB, at p. 3). 

One wonders how such supplementa- 
tion could shed any light, however, as 
Nickel Hill further insists that it “cannot 
determine with specificity how many 
hours per year the project will operate.” 
(Id., at p. 4). 

The siting board has even ordered 
Nickel Hill to produce additional infor- 
mation, yet Nickel Hill continues to 
refuse. Meanwhile, the siting board 
lamely does nothing. 

Another important contradiction 
made by Nickel Hill that calls into ques- 
tion their credibility concerns the levels 
of ammonia Nickel Hill has promised 
would be limited in the event the pro- 
posed power plant is built. 

In its Draft Environmental Impact 
Report (DEIR), Nickel Hill represented 
that it anticipated only two parts per 
million (ppm) ammonia slip. In its Air 
Permit Application recently filed with 
the Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection, Nickel Hill guarantees 10 ppm 
ammonia slip, a massive change in esti- 
mates to levels that are far beyond 
acceptable for human health, even for 
conservative staffers within the DEP. 

In addition, the air permit application 
guarantees much higher levels of VOC 
and carbon monoxide emissions than 
what Nickel Hill has represented in the 
DEIR and to the people of Dracut, who 
have somehow apparently been con- 
vinced that an excess of 600 tpy of air pol- 
lution on an annual basis could be con- 
sidered “clean.” 

Finally, contrary to his statements 
that SCONOx is not available, the fact is 
that Pacific Gas and Electric has in Cali- 
fornia permitted a 262 megawatt (mw) 
turbine (Nickel Hill’s proposed turbines 
will be at 375 mw) to run on SCONOx 
technology. The plant in California is 
approved for 1,000 mw, while the pro- 
posed Nickel Hill plant is seeking 
approval for 750 mw. 

SCONOx technology is important 
because it would eliminate the need for 
ammonia emissions and it would sub- 
stantially reduce VOC, particulate mat- 
ter and other hazardous emissions. But 
the cleaner technology costs more 
money than the dirtier technology Nick- 
el Hill hopes to use. What a disappoint- 
ment (but not a surprise) that Tom 
Favinger and the people at Nickel Hill 
would place their profits over the health 
and safety of the people in this area.

Depending on the 
performance rate, 
schools will be 
expected to bring 
their MCAS scores 
up by a certain num- 
ber of points each 
year. 

Critically low per- 
forming schools 
would be required to 
add 5 to 7 points to 
their average scaled 
score, and very high- 
performing schools 
would be required to 
add 1 to 3 points. 

Once a school sys- 
tem’s performance 
rate is categorized, 
some will be evaluat- 
ed by a team of edu- 
cators and adminis- 
trators from the 
Department of Edu- 
cation, McGrath 
says. 

The team would 
create a report and a 
set of recommenda- 
‘tions for the school 
system. The district 
would be evaluated 
five years later, but 
progress reports 
would be required 
halfway through the 


time period. 
McGrath says 
Andover _ probably 


has an_ advantage 
over some school dis- 
tricts, since the 
school system has 
been working on 
aligning state man- 
dated curriculum 
frameworks for sev- 
eral years. 

The state has not 
yet determined how 
performance ratings 
will or will not affect 
the school funding 
formula, McGrath 
says.

A string of house breaks during 
the past few months has police look- 
ing not only for the culprits, but for 
a little help from residents. 

“We've been getting killed with 
house breaks,” says Detective 
Sergeant Don Pattullo. “Anyone 
who sees someone who either looks 
suspicious or is walking in some- 
one’s backyard (should) give us a 
call,” 

Four separate Andover residents 
suffered house breaks Oct. 6, and 
the Faith Lutheran Church was hit 
the next day. 

Since June 1, Andover has seen 
26 house breaks and 15 breaks into 
businesses. Although several West 
Andover breaks were solved in 
July, many of these summertime 
breaks remain unsolved. 

Police are particularly concerned 
now with a rash of breaks in the 
downtown and Shawsheen areas. 

They believe the person entering 
downtown homes may be entering 
the area posing as a “jogger, student 
or just some guy out for a walk. It 
could be a guy on a bicycle,” says 
Pattullo. 

Mostly jewelry and other small, 
expensive items have been taken 
during these daylight thefts.

Police ask for neighbors’ 
help solving house breaks 


“It appears as though whoever’s 
breaking in is only taking some- 
thing that they can either put in 
their pockets, or a fanny pack, or a 
knapsack,” says Pattullo. “It makes 
us believe either they’re grabbing a 
bag from the house they rob or 
bringing a knapsack or backpack 
with them.” 

Police also speculate that the per- 
son is traveling on foot. They found 
a jewelry container from a Chestnut 
Street robbery near a stone wall in 
the side yard of a Cabot Road house 
that was also entered. 

“If a guy was in a car (the con- 
tainer) probably would have been 
left in the car or thrown on to the 
side of the road somewhere,” says 
Pattullo. 

“We're just hoping someone will 
call us. We’re only as good as the 
information we’re getting,” he says. 

Police say a timely tip could 
make the difference. ; 

“Maybe we'll have 32,000 pairs of 
eyes instead of just the five guys we 
have in here,” says Pattullo, of his 
detective’s division. “If anybody can 
keep their eyes out while they’re out 
for walk, (it will help). If somebody 
comes to their door with a strange 
question, they shouldn’t hesitate to

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interdepartmental meeting and it’s thought to 
have some potential,” says Fahey. “At the 
same time, there’s a group that (Selectman) 
Larry (Larsen) is supporting that wants’ to 
build a youth center on town land. 

“We want to have the best center across the 
board for kids interested in everything from 
music to arts. Not just sports,” says Fahey. 
“I'm excited about the opportunity, but I want 
to make sure the road we followed in ’95 isn’t 
the road we follow again.” 

In 1995, a Town Meeting vote to build a 
youth center with the private Shawsheen 
Extended Day program failed to garner the 
necessary two-thirds majority by 68 votes. 


Proposal 

Major and Arnold say this current proposal 
has something for, and demands something 
from, all three parties. 

Merrimack will provide the land, Sport 
Court will provide the facilities, and the town 
would then have to decide if it will lease build- 
ing and land for a youth center. 

Merrimack needs the facility for its varsity 
sports teams to use for practice, because its 
existing fields are being torn up by the con- 
stant wear of cleats. Sports Court wants to 
have a working showroom, and a place it can 
rent for profit. 

“It's an expensive undertaking,” says 
Arnold. “It’s not going to be the Superdome, 
but it’s going to be a pretty neat place, if we 
can get it up. 

Arnold says college athletes and youth 
groups would use the fields at different times. 

“The Merrimack varsity athletes would use 
it during the morning and afternoons, and the 
town would have it at nights and on the week- 
ends,” says Arnold. 

He says the fields would still be available 
for town sports leagues, whose leaders fre 
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quently complain about a lack of space in 


town, regardless of whether the town wants a 
youth center. 

“Andover soccer alone could conceivably 
book the place solid if they chose to,” says 
Arnold. 

During the winter, the field would be cov- 
ered by an inflatable dome like the ones the 
National Football League’s Patriots, Jets and 
Steelers use to cover their practice facilities, 
he says. 

As for the building, if Andover gets 
involved, Major and Arnold say an approxi- 
mately 40,000 square foot building would be 
constructed, with about 75 percent of the build- 
ing designated for a youth center. The rest of 
the building would be administration and stor- 
age space for Sport Court or Merrimack. 

Major suggests having a warrant article 
and schematic plans ready for the April 2000 
Town Meeting. 

He says a complete design for the facility 
could take some time, because the site is dotted 
with wetlands, but he would hope to see a sport 
court by next fall, and a building by 2001. 

He likes the idea of leasing the facility for 
some time (Arnold mentions 20 years), rather 
than taking a large one-year hit to build a cen- 
ter. “In that light, it’s very similar to the 
senior-center concept,” says Major. 

But Major’s proposal will receive resistance 
from some selectmen for the same reasons the 
senior center lease passed by only a 3-2 vote. 

But Arnold says, “To me, it makes great 
sense. What are you waiting for? If we contin- 
ue to hem and haw over providing alternative 
recreation, then inevitably there are going to 
be headaches (with kids getting into trouble). 

“What are we going to do? Wait five years to 
develop a parcel in West Andover? What hap- 
pens to the middle-school and high-school kids 
now?” 

Major, who is running for reelection this 
year, plans to present a rough version of the 
project to selectmen Monday, Oct. 18. 

Informed of this by the Townsman, Larry 
Larsen criticized Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski for not keeping him informed of 
that proposal, and 
remained in support of 
building a center on 
town-owned land. 

“We have a group of 
people who feel they can 
raise the money to build 
a youth center on town- 
owned land, if they can 
expand it later to a com- 
munity center,” says 
Larsen. “I think I'll go 
put my proposal on the 
agenda, because I want 
to see it discussed in 
full 


“The issue of a youth 
center has nothing to do 
with a sport facility. 
Being near a sport facili- 
ty would be helpful,” he 
says. 

Larsen, who is not 
running for reelection, 
also says pointedly “I 
hate to see the youth 


center politicized.” 
Major says he’s not 
worried about the 


Andover youth center 
also being part of a 
sports-court business. 

“I'm not necessarily 
concerned about that, 
because I think our 
departments would set 
up the right’ con- 
straints,” he says. “I’m 
not concerned, there 
would be a negativity 
associated with it. In 
fact, I get excited by a 
public-private partner- 
ship to help solve a com- 
munity need. 

Fahey says he hopes 
those issues can be clari- 
fied in coming months.

The play, based on Andover’s role 
during the Salem Witch Trials, will

The cast, crew and volunteers for 
this year’s show include more than 
100 members from Merrimack Valley 
communities performing a wide 
range of roles. 

Linda Zimmerman of Andover is 
this year’s director and has created a 
new, one-and-a-half-hour play. The 
audience will become a part of the 
production by singing hymns, acting 
as jury and portraying those who 
were accused of witchcraft, tortured 
and condemned to die. 

In 1692, historical Andover (now 
divided into Andover, Lawrence and 
North Andover) was embroiled in a 
tumultuous witch-hunt that turned 
family members, neighbors and 
clergy against each other and divided 
the community. 

More than 55 men, women and 
children, between the ages of 7 and 70 
years old, were accused of witchcraft 
in Andover, more than in any other 
town including Salem. 

1692 was written by 
Andover historian Juliet Mofford, 
using actual court testimony from 
the trials. 

She has said she created the play 
to tell the story of how intolerance 
nearly destroyed Andover and the 
lives of its citizens.

Decorating and Gard 
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Young families choose improvements over relocating

People are expanding. Their homes, 
that is. 

Steven Cote of Cote and Foster 
Construction in Methuen said home 
renovations, mostly higher-end 
projects, are thriving in the 
construction business. 

“That is really the bulk of our 
business,” he said. “People are 
comfortable where they are and they 
are making the changes that they 
want.” 

What is more surprising is the 
people making these home 
improvements. While there is a vast 
age range in people seeking home 
improvements, Mr. Cote said a large 
majority of his clients are fairly new 
homeowners, between the ages of 30 
and 40. 

“A lot of times it’s younger couples,” 
he said. “People who have been in their 
house for four or five years, they are 
comfortable there. And they have built 
up equity and that’s how they do it.” 

John Janowski of Christian Builders 
said he, too, sees many young couples 
searching to improve and expand their 
existing homes. 

“I would say 90 percent of our 
business is young families,” he said, 
“people who are in their mid 30s to 40s, 
have growing families and want their 
homes to work for their family.” 

Mr. Janowski said he sees the 


remodeling business booming for a 
variety of reasons. First, land is at a 
minimum. Couples would rather add to 
the home they have than search for a 
new home in a new location, possibly 
even in new school system. They look 
to add a few amenities and improve on 
their existing home. Also, financially, 
Mr. Janowski said banks are much 
more willing to give a home equity 
loan, rather than a new mortgage. 

While many of his clients are 
looking to upgrade a home that might 
be 20 to 30 years old, some are 
improving homes that are only two or 
three years old. 

“When you buy a 5000 or 6000 
square-foot home,” said Mr. Janowski, 
“it is difficult to plan or even 
understand all of the things you want. 
They contact us afterwards. They feel 
they need just a little more, that they 
are missing just a few of the things that 
make it unique to them.” 

Mr. Cote recently completed a 
project in Wellesley for a young couple 
who purchased their second home. The 
higher-end renovations brought the 
value of the home from $600,000 to close 
to $1 million. It was the second project 
Cote and Foster completed for the 
couple. They remodeled the couple’s 
first home just four years earlier. For 
the second home, the couple selected 
higher-end cabinets valued at close to 
$50,000 and countertops costing

another $10,000. Nearly one-third of the 
home was “gutted”, and bathrooms and 
kitchens were added. 

One cluster of projects Cote and 
Foster is working on is focused on the 
seacoast. Former summer camps, in 
places such as Salisbury, are being 
transformed into year-round homes, 
with heating systems either being 
upgraded or, in some cases, installed. 
Some of these same homes are being 
raised and having new foundations 
poured. 

“The homes are 50 to 70 years old,” 
said Mr. Cote. “Sometimes, it is adding 
a second level onto older ranches, and 
with that comes the bedroom, 
bathroom, maybe a master suite.” 

Not all of construction projects are 
as expansive. Smaller remodeling 
projects include adding or expanding 
decks or people looking to remodel 
kitchens after 15 or 20 years to upgrade 
the quality. 

Some customers call contractors 
with only a general idea of what they’d 
like, while others have plans in hand 
and are looking for someone to carry 
those plans out. 

“Sometimes we offered a little 
guidance and our opinions,” he said. 
“After 16 years in business, we are able 
to guide our customers a little better. 
But other times people come to us 
knowing what they want and we do the

plans for them. We do what the 
customer wants.” 


The bottom line 

The average cost of most home 
renovations ranges from $70,000 to 
$140,000, depending on the scope of the 
project. Adding bathrooms and 
kitchens can increase the cost greatly. 

But as the economy booms, so goes 
the construction market. According to 
the National Association of Home 
Builders, 1999 looks to be a banner 
year. Sales of new homes are 
increasing, along with the cost of new 
homes. 

Nationally, the cost of purchasing a 
new home is rising at a rate of about 
$4,000 a year. As of 1998, the average 
cost of a new home was $181,900. 
However, that cost is significantly 
greater in the Northeast. According to 
ask.com, the average home price in 
Boston, Mass. is $340,410. 


Open space is in 

As for what these new additions look 
like, Mr. Cote said there aren’t too 
many trends. “I don’t see a lot of 
contemporary,” he said. “It’s a lot more 
colonial style. More windows. People 
are opening the area up, with wide 
open spaces. I do a lot of taking down 
partitions. People are getting away 
from that chopped up look of houses 
and getting into opening up rooms. I 
don’t think I put any partitions in; I 


take them out.” 

Hardwood floors are popular in 
kitchen remodeling and for the rest of 
the home, people are seeking custom 
built-in features, such as an 
entertainment center built into the wall 
or shelving built into kitchens or 
bedrooms. 

Mr. Janowski said he sees people 
wanting more open space, especially in 
the family room and kitchen areas. 
Many expansions he is involved in 
connect the kitchen to a larger 
breakfast nook, with a way to see into 
the family room. The open space is then 
divided more by furniture, such as a 
kitchen table or television area, than 
by walls. 

“People like to be with their family,” 
he said. “They want people around 
them. It is hard to entertain people in a 
small kitchen and everyone meets in 
the kitchen.” Style-wise, he sees more 
people looking to clean, contemporary 
lines and adding more light. “Pendant 
lighting is big,” he said. “The lights 
hang off a wire, almost like track 
lighting.” 

A monorail style of lighting is also 
becoming popular. This form of track 
lighting features a pole, as thin as a 
licorice stick, said Mr. Janowski. Small 
lights, nearly golf-ball sized, hang off 
the poles. The reflection not only 
illuminates the room, but adds a prism 
effect on the ceiling. 

Kitchens, he said, seem to be the 
place people are spending money. “Our

clientele in Andover are looking for 
gourmet kitchens,” he said. “They 
want six-burner gas ranges, two 
dishwashers in one kitchen, sub-zero 
refrigerators, wine coolers right in the 
kitchen. Five years ago, we would only 
see that in a commercial setting.” 

Technology is also making a 
difference in the home improvement 
business. Mr. Janowski recently 
completed renovations in a home that 
included networking the home, 
comparable to networking an office. 
Using the cable system, all computers 
in the home are linked to allow 
someone in the family room to play 
games with or share work with 
someone in a bedroom or the kitchen. 

“Tt really is a hot, hot item,” he said. 
“T think we’re just scratching the 
surface at this juncture.” 


Money issues 

While remodeling is in demand, Mr. 
Cote said the cost of any construction 
is rising greatly. 

“The cost of remodeling has gone up 
dramatically,” said Mr. Cote, “but 
that’s because the price of materials 
has gone through the roof. But the 
economy is good. I don’t think I’ve ever 
seen it this good.” 

Another change in the business is 
the attitude of customers. “People don’t 
want to just get by,” said Mr. Cote. 
“They want the quality materials and 
they are willing to spend the money.”

Decks, he said, are one area where 
he sees this trend. “People want cedar 
or mahogany decks, not the old 
pressure-treated wood,” he said. “This 
summer, I think I did only two or three 
pressure-treated, and the rest were 
cedar or mahogany.” 

The cost of lumber is _ rising, 
according to the National Association 
of Home Builders. For a 2,000-square 
foot home, the average cost of lumber 
alone was $10,000. The NAHB points to 
environmental conditions and 
restrictions in the Pacific Northwest as 
the cause of the decrease in available 
timber and the rise is prices. 

Mr. Cote said he sees no downswing 
in home remodeling, however. Just a 
few years ago, the business expanded 
to include framing for new homes. 
Since then, Mr. Cote has framed only 
once home, subcontracting the other 


work, while he addresses’ the 
remodeling projects. 
“Tt’s excellent,” he said.

The following is the list of 
suggestions for October, November 
and December. 


October 

¢ Store air conditioners. As much 
as we hate to admit it, the warm 
weather is over.

November 

* Get the fireplace ready. Break up 
any wood or kindling you might have 
outdoors. Clean the fireplace area and 
place a fireproof throw rug near the 
fireplace to prevent sparks from 
scorching the floor or other carpeting. 

* Oil the garage door. Once the frost 
hits, moving parts move a little 
slower. Apply 20-weight oil to hinges 
of a sectional door. On a manual 
swing door, apply a_ lightweight 
grease on the hinges and any other 
moving parts. 


December 

* Compile a homeowner’s journal. 
Fill a box or book with all the 
household information, such as 
financial papers, bank accounts, car 
records, insurance policies and school 
and medical records.

Question: I have a_ concrete 
driveway and I’m confused as to 
whether I need to use a sealer. I’ve 
heard both pro and con on this 
subject. What’s your opinion? 


Answer: Driveway sealants are a 
controversial topic in many areas of the 
country, primarily because they are 
often used by traveling bunco artists to 
bilk unsuspecting homeowners out of 
thousands of dollars. In many cases, a 
sealer simply isn’t needed, no matter 
how clever or persuasive the sales pitch. 

But mass hysteria aside, driveway 
sealants do serve a purpose in some 
situations. They are often required 
when new concrete is poured in late 
autumn. In this instance, a_ sealant 
keeps water from entering the slab and 
popping the surface with the first deep 
freeze. 

Ironically, the more years a driveway 
goes without a sealant, the less it is 
likely to need one. The reason is that 
normal surface grime from dirt, car 
tires and, yes, oil spills help seal the 
concrete. If yours is a relatively new 
drive, or if you've noticed unusual 
surface degradation, then a sealant is 
probably in order. That is especially 
true if your drive has a rough surface 
that has been finished with a broom. 

Question: We have hot water

We have a lot that’s special - whether 


baseboard heat and we get a constant 
knocking at both ends of the 
baseboard units when the heat is 
coming up and also when it’s going 
down. Our house has upper and 
lower levels and a two-level heating 
system. Do you know what’s causing 
this noise and how to eliminate it? 


Answer: All piping materials 
expand and contract with temperature 
changes. A 50-foot length of copper pipe, 
any diameter, will expand in length 
more than one-half inch when the water 
inside is raised from 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit to 170 F (typical for a 
baseboard heater). This expansion can 
strain joints and cause leaks. It can also 
make elements bind against radiator 
covers and jam risers against floor 
holes, causing noise. Even when 
provisions are made during installation 
to absorb this expansion, some noise 
may still come from the baseboard 
units. 

The noise is probably caused by the 
heat distribution pipes or connecting 
fins rubbing on their support brackets 
as the pipes expand when the heat is 
coming up and as they contract when 
the heat is going down. This noise can 
usually be eliminated or reduced by 
inserting foam rubber pads between the 
baseboard support brackets and the 
connector fins or distribution pipe, 
whichever is being supported. When 
inserting the pads, gently lift the 
heating pipes or fins, If you apply too

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much pressure, you can strain pipe 
joints and possibly crack them. 


Question: We have a two-story, 
contemporary home with a ceiling 
fan downstairs in the living room 
and another upstairs in the loft area. 
In the summer, we open the windows 
in the loft above the fan and run both 
fans so they blow air up and out the 
windows. In the winter, we run the 
fans down so they blow the warm air 
from the second floor down to the 
first floor. Recently I was told this is 
not the correct way to use the fans. Is 
it? 


Answer: A_ ceiling fan is_ not 
intended to be used as a whole-house 
fan which is how you are using it 
during the summer. Whole-house fans 
are very effective, and if that’s what you 
want, you should use a fan that is 
designed for that purpose. 

Ceiling fans are designed to circulate 
air in a “closed” environment and 
should force air down during the 
summer. The downward airflow cools

your skin as it moves over it. During the 
winter months, the fan should rotate so 
it produces an upward airflow. 

During the winter, heated air rises 
toward the ceiling, and the cooled air 
settles toward the floor. Depending on 
the room size and shape, there could be 
a 15-degree difference between the 
floor and ceiling. Intuitively, 
people want the fan to pull 
warmer ceiling air down during 
the winter and vice versa during the 
summer. 

The fan speed should be fast enough 
to break up stagnant air trapped in the 
corners and in the peaks of sloped and 
cathedral ceilings, but slow enough so it 
doesn’t create a draft. 

An easy way to determine whether 
the fan airflow is up or down is to look 
at the fan blades as they rotate. The 
blades are installed on a slight angle. If 
the leading edge of the blade (the edge 
facing the direction of rotation) is up, 
the airflow will be down. And when the 
leading edge is down, the airflow will be 
up. 


Question: The outside of my home 
is covered with wood-grain 
aluminum siding. In a few areas, the 
bottom edges of the siding have 
developed a white  chalk-like 
substance. What is it, can I prevent it 
from spreading and how do I remove 
it?

Answer: The chalky substance is a 
layer of dead paint pigments along the 
bottom edges of the siding. It is not 
aluminum corrosion. 

Over time, the  siding’s paint 
weathers, developing a dead pigment 
layer on the surface. Particles of dead 
paint are washed off by rain and 
accumulate along the siding’s bottom 
edges. 

Wash the siding periodically with a 
solution of one-third-cup detergent, two- 
thirds-cup tri-phosphate (such as 
Soilax), 1 quart Clorox and 3 quarts of 
warm water. 

Since the baked-on paint systems 
used on aluminum siding are somewhat 
similar to automotive finishes, dull 
finishes exposed to severe weathering 
can be protected with an automotive 
wax. 


Question: The concrete basement 
walls in our home are disfigured by 
large, rough pores, from marks and 
tie rod holes. How can I smooth 
them? 


Answer: First, remove all loose 
particles from honeycomb pockets and 
strike off projections with a cold chisel 
and mallet. Snap off form ties left in the 
wall. Be sure to wear eye protection. 

Next, smooth rough areas with a 
wire brush or carborundum stone. Then 


use a trowel to apply a thin coat of vinyl 
cement mix. After applying the trowel 
coat, float the surface with a square 
mason’s trowel. 


Question: I have a_ painted 
concrete block retaining wall on the 
property line with my neighbor. 
When it rains, excess moisture forms 
a white powder on the wall, and its 
paint flakes off. How can I treat my 
side of the wall to stop the moisture 
seepage and prevent the paint from 
flaking? We were advised to tar the 
wall’s back. Drains were installed at 
the wall’s base, but the clay in the 
soil seems to prevent the water from 
seeping down to the drains. 


Answer: The white powder on the 
wall is a mineral deposit that forms 
when the water carrying the minerals 
evaporates. To prevent this, and stop 
the paint from peeling, you must stop 
the water from seeping through the wall 
by installing better drainage. Treating 
your side of the wall won’t stop the 
problem. 

You are correct in saying that the 
clay in the soil prevents the water from 
reaching the drain. Soil with a high clay 
content does not drain well. This soil 
should be evacuated from behind the 
wall and replaced with gravel. A 
perforated drain pipe should be 
installed and water will percolate 
through to the pipe. It is important that 
the pipe have a free-flowing outlet, to

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allow the accumulated water to drain. 

Do not simply tar the wall’s back and 
then backfill with the same soil _ the tar 
will seal the wall and prevent the water 
in the soil from escaping to the outside. 
If the water builds up, it can exert 
enough pressure on the wall to crack it 
or heave it. 


Question: A few years ago, we 
bought a house that got water in the 
lower level with every heavy rain. 
We solved this by adding extensive 
landscaping, putting the drain tile 
along the foundation and reworking 
the sump pumps. We even installed a 
generator to keep the sump pumps 
going when the power goes out. I’d 
like to install an alarm for stormy 
nights that would wake us if the 
power goes out, so we can turn on the 
generator. Do you know of such a 
device? 


Answer: We suggest you contact the 
Heath Co., P.O. Box 98589, Benton 
Harbor, MI 49022. This company sells a 
battery-operated device called the 
Floodwatch. The device sounds an 
alarm when it comes in contact with 
water. You can install it in a bracket in 
the sump pit. If the sump pit is not 
operating because the power is out, 
water in the pit will rise above the point 
where the sump pump would normally 
turn on and trigger the alarm. Its part 
number is GD-3660, and it costs about 
$20. 
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Question: How do I repair pitting 
and scaling caused by de-icing salts 
on my concrete garage floor? 


Answer: There are two methods: 
Trowel a vinyl mix made from portland 
cement, sand and bonding agent onto 
the damaged area, or pour a fully 
bonded concrete overlay at least 1 inch 
thick over the entire slab. 


If you plan to fill the damaged areas 
only, clean them thoroughly to remove 
the dirt and salt residue. Break away 
any unsound concrete in and around 
spalled areas. If you wish to overlay a 
new surface, first etch the old surface 
with a solution of 1 part muratic acid to 
4 parts water. Or you can create a 
suitable bonding texture by using a 
sacrificer, grit blaster, scabbler, planer 
or flame cleaner. These tools can 
usually be rented. 


Soak the old surface overnight. When 
you are ready to pour the overlay, 
broom on a bonding grout _ a creamy 
mixture of portland cement, fine sand 
and water. Follow the — grout 
immediately with concrete mixed in 
proportions of 1 part portland cement, 1 
part sand, one-and-one-half to 2 parts 
three-eighths-inch aggregate and no 
more than 5-and-one-half gallons of 
water per bag of cement. Cure the new 
overlay by keeping it damp and 
covering it with plastic or burlap for 
seven days.

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Clues about clapboard

Maintaining an old house’s original 
wood clapboards is one of the major 
components of a successful restoration. 
It’s usually not a difficult thing to do. In 
most cases, you should be able to make 
spot repairs or replace damaged boards 
for the end result of a unified period 
exterior. 

As you can imagine, the common 
problem with lots of old clapboard is that 
it tends to split and crack over time. If the 
split or crack is small, often restorers 
simply glue the board back together 
again, without causing much disturbance 
to the rest of the side. Use a good 
waterproof glue, then clamp the split 
together until it dries. You can do this by 
driving nails below the lower edge of the 
damaged board, turning them up so they 
brace the pieces together. Small wood 
blocks secured with a nail or two will do 
the same thing. Be careful the nails don’t 
split the siding. 

If you find boards that are damaged 
beyond repair, spots where warping, rot 
and the weather have taken their toll on 
old wood, you can usually cut out the bad 
piece and replace it with a freshly milled 
clapboard. 

Use a hacksaw to cut out the freshly 
damaged section. Angle it carefully while 
you work to avoid cutting the siding 
below. After the board is cut, a sharp 
hammer and chisel is usually all that’s 
needed to remove pieces of the damaged 
wood. Chances are the board is nailed to 
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the one above it. If the nail is visible from 
the surface, try to pull it out. If not, you'll 
have to insert small wooden wedges or a 
screwdriver up under the siding to pry it 
out slightly to cut the nails with a 
hacksaw. 

If you must start from scratch and re- 
side an old (or new) house with 
clapboard, the following installation tips 
and techniques will guide you. 

Traditionally, most beveled 
clapboards were layered from the bottom 
up. It’s still the preferred way to side 
today. The historic way the hand-rived 
boards were secured to the structure is 
also the one that those milling riftsawn 
clapboards today recommend: nailing 
through two courses. Spaced less than an 
inch above the butt of the clapboard, the 
nails also penetrate the top of the board 
in the course below. Because of vertical- 
grain clapboard’s limited expansion and 
contraction, this is the best way to install 
this type of siding. We recommend 5d 
galvanized wire box nails. Its thin shank, 
of course, prevents the wood from 
splitting. 

If you are working only on one side of 
the house, then you should have the 
exposure on your new clapboards match 
that on the other sides of the house. The 
exposure on a clapboard is the part of the 
board that’s visible after it’s nailed down. 
Since a 1-inch to 1-and-one-half-inch lap is 
necessary on most traditional clapboards 
to keep them  weathertight, you'll 
generally find about 3-inch exposure on 4- 
and-one-half-inch-wide boards and 4-inch 
exposure on 5-inch ones.

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Tips for solving minor home problems

The big difference between someone 
who’s really handy around the home 
and shop and one who is not lies in 
knowing how to solve minor problems 
quickly and effectively. Here are tips 
that can help you out of a tight spot. 

1. Need to bore a hole in wood for 
which you do not have the correct 
diameter spade bit? You can easily 
make one from the next larger size bit. 
Adjust the tool rest on a bench grinder 
to maintain the same angle as the edge 
of the bit. Carefully align marking 
tapes on the bit to guide the grinding. 
Grind slowly, taking a little off each 
side and taking care not to overheat the 
bit and drawing the temper from the 
steel. When it gets hot to the touch, dip 
it in water to cool it. Bore trial holes in 
scrap wood to check progress and get a 
perfect fit. 


2. When nailing from the side 
opposite a finished surface, don’t pick 
nails directly out of the box. All too 
often, over- and undersized nails will 
be mixed in with those of proper size 
even in a brand new box. An oversize 
nail could break though the good 
surface. Spread a few nails on your 
workbench and then select the good 
ones from among them. Wrong sizes, 
uncut points and other defects will 
show up. In a random sampling, we 
found five out of 13 from one box were 
oversize or defective. 


3. Drawing a straight line parallel to 
the edge of a board without having the 
pencil slip becomes simple if you file a 
tiny nick in the blade edge of your 
combination square. File the V-notch 
in the center of the blade end just deep 
enough to keep the pencil point from 
slipping as you move the square along 
the board. When marking, hold the 


pencil at an angle with the point 
leaning towards the square. Keep it 
steady because changing the angle will 
cause the line to waver. 

4. Spreading glue can be messy 
work. Plastic applicators designed to 
apply auto body filler make it easy and 
neat. They spread wood glue over wide 
areas quickly. The feathered edge lays 
on glue smoothly. What’s more, 
cleanup is literally a snap. Let the glue 
dry on the applicator and then flex it to 
pop off the hardened glue. Auto stores 
sell these applicators in sets of three 
for about $2. 


5. When sharpening the teeth of a 
hand or circular saw blade, smoke 
them with a candle. Pass the flame 
quickly along the edge of the blade so 
the smoke blackens the teeth. Do not 
pause in any one place to avoid 
overheating and possibly drawing the 
temper from the steel. As you file each 


tooth, the contrast between shiny and 
smoked steel shows your progress. 

6. Boring a hole exactly where you 
want it in a piece of wood requires a lot 
of blowing to keep chips from 
obscuring your guide marks. Save your 
breath and make a fan to blow them 
away when using either a hand or 
power drill. A 4-inch strip of 2-inch- 
wide masking tape folded over so it 
sticks to itself with the drill bit in the 
center does the job. Locate the fan on 
the drill bit so it clears the work 
surface by about one-half-inch at 
maximum hole depth. 

7. If you have to mark very soft wood 
like clear pine, cedar or redwood, you 
can avoid having to sand out places 
where pencil marks crushed the 
surface fibers by using soft chalk 
instead. Then, a damp cloth removes 
the marks for final finishing and there 
are no dents in the soft surface to show 
through the paint or stain.

hold up and not show nicks and dings.” 

“More and more people are spending 
money on their staircase,” Mitchell 
says. “It’s the focal point of many 
homes. You walk in, and — bang! - it’s 
there.” 

Mitchell estimates installing an 
elaborate, curved staircase (think 
“Gone with the Wind”) could cost as 
much as $20,000. But a more typical 
straight staircase might be closer to 
$6,000, he says. 

Homeowners can save by ordering 
stair kits and installing the steps 
themselves. But Mitchell says only 
those with some carpentry experience 
should tackle the job. Others are better 
off hiring carpenters or stair builders, 
he says. 

If your wood stairs need a facelift, 
start by checking for any needed 
repairs. Squeaks, a common problem, 
are often caused by loose or rubbing 
parts. Stop the squeak by nailing or 
screwing down a part that has 
separated or by inserting a wedge 
underneath it.

patience. 

“Tt’s not hard. A homeowner can do 
it,” says Danny Krienke, a partner in 
Floors Etcetera Inc., a hardwood floor 
installer and restorer in Houston. “It’s 
going to take some time, though.” 

Floor refinishing companies 
typically get most of the job done in a 
day. If you decide to do it yourself, rent 
a floor edger sanding machine. ~ 

Run the sander over the steps. For 
rough or painted boards, start with 20- 
or 30-grit sandpaper, then proceed with 
50-grit and finally 80-grit. Start with 36- 
grit paper for varnished floors. Next 
use a hand-scraper on the spots the 
sander missed and, if desired, hand- 
sand with fine paper to remove small 
scratches. Vacuum to remove the dust. 
Stain with a clear finish or one custom- 
blended to match your floors. For a 
final protective glaze, top that with 
three coats of polyurethane, which is 
available with a water or oil base. 

“Everybody likes the look of oil,” 
says Chris Eads, owner of Above All 
Floor Refinishing in Bloomington, Ind. 
“Tt brings out the grain.”

Each coat of oil-based polyurethane 
must dry overnight. Water-based 
sealers usually dry within a couple of 
hours and are safer to handle. 

Take some precautions to avoid 
trouble. Sanding produces highly 
flammable dust, so seal the doorways 
into your work area with plastic and 
ventilate the area with a fan. Wear 
goggles, ear protection and a dust mask 
while sanding. When applying the 
sealer, put on goggles, rubber gloves, 
long pants and a long-sleeve shirt. Eads 
asks homeowners to avoid fumes 
altogether by staying somewhere else 
for a night while the first coat of oil- 
based polyurethane dries. 

Once the stairs are restored, 
consider having a carpet company 
install a runner to add style and 
provide padding and protection. To 
keep stairs free of dust, wipe with a 
cloth or use a dust-mop or hand- 
vacuum. One way to remove caked-on 
grime from a handrail is to lightly rub 
with very fine screen sandpaper and 
top with a new coat of varnish.

What drives a homeowner to use an 
interior design consultant?

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Security system basics 


Chances are you or someone you 
know has been burglarized, which 
accounts for the dramatic increase in 
the installation of home _ security 
systems. 

How do these systems keep your 
home safe? A good standard system is 
your first line of defense.

Closed-circuit TV - A private 
television system that lets you monitor 
and/or record inside or outside.

Most decorative painting gets its 
unique look with glaze, which is paint 
or colorant mixed with a transparent 
glazing medium and diluted with 
thinner. A_ glaze produces’ the 
translucent luminous finish you’re 
striving to achieve. A good glaze should 
cling to surfaces without sagging or 
slumping and dry overnight. 
Decorative paint techniques 

Ready to get started? Great for not- 
so-perfect walls and hard-use areas like 
kids’ rooms, sponging creates a 
dazzling textured surface with great 
visual depth ranging from delicate to 
bold. 

But no ordinary sponge will do. 
You'll need a natural sea sponge, 
(choose the flat rather than round 
shape) which has an uneven surface 
that produces the mottled look and 
texture you’re after.

They can expect to pay 
approximately $300 to $400 to keep toasty 
warm this winter. 

“A big winter utility bill is as 
inevitable as death and taxes,” said Tim 
Grether, technical services manager at 
Owens Corning. “However, if you make 
these simple energy-saving 
improvements this fall, you can easily 
trim your winter energy expenses by 10 
to 30 percent without sacrificing 
comfort.” 

Add another layer of attic insulation 

Heat rises. And since the majority of 
homes built before 1980 are wunder- 
insulated, it rises through the ceiling, 
past the roof and into the atmosphere 
because of a lack of insulation in the 
attic. According to the DOE, one of the 
easiest and most cost-effective ways to 
cut heating and cooling costs and make a 
home more comfortable is to add more 
insulation in the attic. As a general rule, 
if you have less than 12 inches of attic 
insulation, you probably need more. 


It’s not the heat; it’s the humidity. If 
your furnace doesn’t have a built-in 
humidifier, use a portable unit in 
frequently occupied areas such as the 
bedroom and living room. The additional 
moisture will increase the “heat index” 
inside your home, making 680 F feel 
more like 760 F. The relative humidity in 
the home should be between 30 to 50 
percent to help avoid condensation on 
windows. 

Warm yourself before heating the 
entire house 

Put on a sweater before turning the 
thermostat dial. Each degree you raise 
the thermostat on your heating system 
increases your fuel bill by 3 percent. 
Install a programmable thermostat 

Why heat the house when nobody is 
home? A programmable thermostat can 
automatically lower and raise your 
home’s air temperature when you are at 
work or sleeping. By simply turning 
your thermostat back from 72 degrees F 
down to 65 degrees F for eight hours a 
day, you can save as much as 10 percent 
on your annual heating and cooling 
costs. If used appropriately, the energy 
savings will offset the costs for a 
programmable thermostat (starting at 
$30) in less than one year. 

Let the sun shine in 

Open the window shades on the south 
and west side of the house during the day 
to maximize the warmth of the sun, and 
close them at night. If you, like half of

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American homeowners, have single- 
pane windows, consider replacing them 
with double-pane windows with a special 
coating on the glass that reflects heat 
back into the room during the winter 
months. 
Cover the windows 

If you can’t afford to replace your 
single-pane windows, remember to use 
your storm windows or install a clear 
plastic film across the inside of your 
window and frame. The plastic becomes 
nearly invisible when you heat it with a 
blow dryer and is relatively inexpensive 
(typically $4 to $6 per window). The 
trapped pocket of air between the plastic 
film and window acts as an effective 
insulator, helping to reduce heat loss 
through the window by 25 to 50 percent. 
Change furnace filters frequently 

You can improve the energy efficiency 
of your heating and cooling systems by 
as much as 10 percent by cleaning air 
registers, baseboard heaters and 
radiators as needed and changing forced 
air heating system air filters monthly. 
An alternative to swapping out the 
replacement filter is to use washable 
filters (around $20 each). With care, they 
can last up to five years. 
Seal the ducts 

The most logical way to stay warm is 
to only heat living areas, not the attic or 
unfinished basement. However, in many 
homes, the warm air generated by the 
furnace often escapes into the attic or

basement before it reaches its intended 
destination because of cracks or holes in 
the air ducts. As a result, the furnace 
works overtime to keep the rest of the 
house warm. Check your ducts for leaks 
each fall and use duct tape to repair and 
seal holes or sections that may have 
separated. If you are buying new ducts, 
consider a system that is already 
surrounded by insulation. 

Plug the drafts 

The exterior of your house is your 
first line of defense against drafts, so 
caulk, seal and weather-strip around all 
seams, cracks and openings. Pay special 
attention around windows and where 
siding or bricks and wood trim meet. 
You can also reduce drafts from the 
inside by caulking, sealing and weather- 
stripping around windows and door 
frames, and near electrical boxes and 
plumbing fixtures. 

Close vents to guest rooms 

Today’s larger homes often have more 
rooms than family members to fill them. 
By closing the vents to just one spare 
bedroom in a five room house, you can 
instantly cut your heating bills by as 
much as 20 percent. You can always open 
the vents when guests visit for the 
holidays.

The gardening editors at 
http://www.4Gardening.com have 
compiled a Fall Clean-Up Blueprint to 
help accomplish this task: 

¢ Plant bulbs for spring color 

- Apply top layer of compost to 
flower beds 

¢ Cut down all remaining perennial 


debris 

¢ Spray Wilt Proof on new hollies to 
protect against winter burn — helps to 
retain water 

¢ Final cultivating of compost or 
mulch on top of flower beds 

¢ Last cut of grass areas — cut lower 
than normal 

* Burlap or cover delicate plant 
material 

* Mulch roses 

* Stake driveway for snowplow - 
marking anything to watch for 

¢ Bring clay pots inside 

- Bring in watering hoses and make 
sure water is turned off inside 

¢ Have a supply of saltmelt, sand, or 
kitty litter by steps that might freeze 
over 
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the winter, then need only 
a light raking in spring. 

Take a few seconds to 
remove any _ tenacious 
weeds you encounter. Coax 
the taproot of thistle or 
dock out of the ground by 
pulling with one hand 
while using your other to 
lever the root up with a 
shovel. Follow the roots of 
quackgrass and _ other 
creepers along the soil 
surface to draw up as much of their root 
systems as possible. 

Raised beds are ideal for soils 
composed of heavy clay or large 
boulders, or if you have an extreme 
aversion to digging. Just lay a mix of 
organic materials and soil on top of the 


ground within’ board, brick or 
cinderblock enclosures. Keep the 
enclosures small enough so that you can 
reach into the beds’ middles without 
walking in them. 

If your soil is sandy, no need to dig at 
all. A sprinkling of fertilizer topped by a 
thick layer of organic mulch to smother 
weeds is all that is needed to start a new 
bed. The advantage of doing this now 
rather than next spring is _ that 
earthworms will have all fall and winter 
to chew up the organic matter and 
churn it into the soil below. 

Once new ground has been “broken,” 
keep an eye on the garden edges. Define 
them well with commercial barriers or 
a sharp cut in the grass. Then keep an 
eye out for weeds trying to sneak in 
later in the season. 


Easy steps to help master painting techniques

When you need to sponge into corners, 
cut off a small piece of the sponge to 
make a flat edge and apply. You can 
start with an easy project, and sponge 
on one or two colors, and eventually 
work your way up to sponging on up to 
four colors, depending on the look and 
effect you’re after.

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| Fall is time to plant trees and shrubs

Fall is more than a time for harvest 
and garden cleanup. It’s also a time to 
plant trees and shrubs. They are 
available either potted or as bare-root, 
leafless plants. Potted plants can be set 
in the ground any time. Nurseries 
cannot dig bare-root plants until they 
lose their leaves. 

An advantage of fall planting is that 
soil is usually soft and moist, not 
sodden as it often is in spring. Plants 
might even grow some new roots in the 
fall before the soil freezes. Fall-planted 

, trees and shrubs are in place and ready 
to grow with the first breath of spring. 
Yet another good reason for planting in 
fall is that there are so many other 
things, such as pruning peaches and 
forsythias, sowing tomato and pepper 
seeds, and transplanting broccoli 
plants that must be done in spring. 

Two problems, both avoidable, are 
associated with fall planting. The first, 
with evergreens, is that their leaves 
dryout. Anti-desiccant sprays, such as 
‘Wilt-Pruf,’ reduce water loss when 
sprayed on plant leaves. The coating 
eventually sloughs off, so renew it 
periodically through winter. Keeping 
the soil moist around all new plants 
until the soil freezes also keeps the 
leaves plump with water. 

Deciduous plants need only one 
thorough soaking immediately after 
planting unless they are in pots and 
still have their leaves. In this case, keep 
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the soil moist until it freezes or the 
plants lose their leaves, whichever 
comes first. 

A thick mulch of leaves, hay, or 
straw is a must for fall-planted trees 
and shrubs. Since roots grow whenever 
the soil is at a temperature above 
freezing, the longer soil freezing can be 
delayed the better established a plant 
can become in the fall. 

Heaving of plants, caused by 
fluctuating soil temperatures, is the 
second potential problem associated 
with fall planting. That thick mulch 
just recommended to delay soil freezing 
also prevents wide temperature swings, 
takes care of this second problem and 
keeps new plants firmly anchored 
through the winter. 

There is no need to delay digging 
holes for planting until trees and 
shrubs are available. Now is the time to 
dig the holes and amend the soil with 
limestone or sulfur, as needed. This is 
another plus to fall planting. In the 
spring, plants usually are available 
before the soil is ready to dig. In the 
fall, the holes can be ready to receive 
plants as soon as they arrive.
